Keith  Lockhart  became  the  20th  conductor 
of  the  Boston  Pops  in  1995,  adding  his  artistic 
vision  to  the  Pops  tradition  established  by  his 
predecessors  John  Williams  and  Arthur  Fiedler. 
Now  in  his  15th  season,  he  has  conducted 
more  than  1,000  Boston  Pops  concerts  and 
introduced  the  innovative  JazzFest  and 
EdgeFest  series,  which  feature  the  Pops 
performing  with  prominent  contemporary 
artists.  He  and  the  Boston  Pops  have  recorded 
eight  albums  with  RCA  Victor  and  four  self- 
produced  recordings,  including  The  Red  Sox 
Album,  released  on  Opening  Day  2009  at 
Fenway  Park. 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  NY,  Keith  Lockhart 
began  his  musical  studies  with  piano  lessons 
at  age  seven.  He  holds  degrees  from  Furman 
University  in  Greenville,  SC,  and  Carnegie- 
Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh,  and  previously 
served  as  associate  conductor  of  both  the 
Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops 
orchestras.  He  is  currently  artistic  advisor 
and  principal  conductor  of  the  Brevard  Music

Craig  Ferguson 


Craig  Ferguson  entered 
the  late-night  television 
arena  as  host  of  “The  Late  Late 
Show  with  Craig  Ferguson”  in 
January  2005  following  a 
career  that  encompassed  film, 
television  and  the  stage. 

Born  in  Glasgow,  Scotland, 
Ferguson  got  his  start  in  the 
entertainment  industry  as  a 
drummer  for  some  of  the  worst 
punk  bands  in  the  U.K.  Following 
his  musical  stint  he  began 
bartending  in  a local  pub  in

Glasgow  where  he  was 
introduced  to  Michael  Boyd, 
the  artistic  director  of  The  Tron 
Theatre  in  Glasgow.  Boyd 
persuaded  Ferguson  to  give 
acting  a go  and  after  several  low 
paying  gigs  Ferguson  discovered 
he  had  a knack  for  comedy 
and  was  soon  the  star  of  his 
own  BBC  television  show,  “The 
Ferguson  Theory.” 

Ferguson  brought  his  act  to 
America  in  1995  to  star  with  Betty 
White  and  Marie  Osmond  in  the 
short-lived  ABC  comedy  “Maybe 
This  Time.”  After  the  show  ended, 
ABC  decided  to  add  the  talented 
Scotsman  to  “The  Drew  Carey 
Show,”  playing  Drew  Carey’s 
boss,  Nigel  Wick,  from  1996-2003. 
Ferguson  wrote  the  feature  films 


“The  Big  Tease”  and  “Saving  Grace.” 
In  2003,  he  made  his  directorial 
debut  with  “I’ll  Be  There,”  which 
he  also  wrote  and  starred  in. 
Ferguson’s  other  film  credits 
include,  “Niagara  Motel,”  “Lenny 
the  Wonder  Dog,”  “Prendimi 
I’anima,”  “Life  Without  Dick,” 
“Chain  of  Fools,”  “Born  Romantic” 
and  “The  Big  Tease.”  In  April 
2006  Ferguson  debuted  his  first 
novel  entitled  Between  The  Bridge 
and  The  River,  which  became  a 
critically  acclaimed  bestseller. 

Since  coming  into  his  own  on  the 
“The  Late  Late  Show  with  Craig 
Ferguson”  and  winning  his  first 
Emmy  nomination  in  2006,  Craig 
achieved  a personal  milestone 
in  February  2008  when  he  was 
sworn  in  as  a US  Citizen. 


In  fall  of  2009  Harper  Collins 
is  set  to  publish  a memoir  by 
Craig  Ferguson,  “American  On 
Purpose,”  a memoir  of  living  the 
American  dream  as  he  journeys 
from  a small  town  in  Scotland  to  the 
entertainment  capital  of  the  world. 

Ferguson  also  serves  on  the 
board  of  the  Lollipop  Theater 
Network.  The  mission  of  the 
Lollipop  Theater  Network  is  to 
bring  movies  that  are  currently  in 
theatrical  release  to  hospitalized 
children  facing  chronic  and  life 
threatening  illness  nationwide. 


Neil  Diamond 


Neil  Diamond  is  one  of  pop  music’s  most  enduring  and 
successful  singer-songwriters.  His  eclectic  and  universally 
beloved  songs  as  well  as  his  charismatic  and  openhearted 
performances  continue  to  make  him  an  international  force 
both  as  a record  maker  and  a live  entertainer.  In  an  impressive 
musical  career  that  has  spanned  nearly  five  decades  he 
has  released  dozens  of  albums  and  sold  more  than  125 
million  records  worldwide,  with  a remarkable  track  record  of 
15  Top  Ten  albums  and  37  Top  Ten  singles. 

Neil  was  born  and  raised  humbly,  but  lovingly,  in  Brooklyn, 

New  York.  After  attending  both  Erasmus  High  School  — where 
he  sang  in  the  school  choir  with  future  duet  partner  Barbra 
Streisand  — and  Lincoln  High  School,  Diamond  went  on 
to  study  at  New  York  University  as  a pre-med  student  on  a 
fencing  scholarship. 


Yet  ultimately  it  was  Diamond’s  overriding,  lifelong  passion 
for  making  music  that  would  trump  his  interest  in  fencing 
or  the  healing  arts.  So  Diamond  put  down  his  sword  and 
scalpel,  picked  up  his  trusty  guitar  and  left  NYU  just  short  of 
graduation,  putting  everything  on  the  line  to  pursue  his  dream 
of  writing  songs  for  a living.  For  the  first  half  of  the  sixties 
Diamond  would  struggle  mightily  to  make  his  mark

in  New  York’s  music  center  Tin  Pan 
Alley.  After  spending  a few  years 
knocking  on  doors  and  selling 
his  songs  to  music  publishers, 
Diamond  caught  the  eye  of  top 
songwriting  legend  Ellie  Greenwich 
at  a recording  session  for  which  he 
had  hired  her  to  sing  background 
vocals  on  a demo.  Greenwich  was 
among  the  hottest  songwriters  in 
the  world  at  the  time,  and  soon 
after  this  meeting  Neil  was  meeting 
with  many  other  prominent  figures 
in  the  recording  industry  and  his 
career  began  taking  shape. 

In  the  late  sixties  Diamond’s  career 
took  off  with  a bang  as  he  came 
into  his  own  as  a recording  artist 
with  a series  of  hits  that  began 
with  “Solitary  Man,"  a song  that 


would  forever  define  his  persona 
as  a singular  figure  in  music. 

His  next  hit,  “Cherry,  Cherry,” 
was  something  else  entirely,  an 
instantly  infectious  blast  of  joyful 
pop  rock  that  suggested  he  was 
an  artist  of  considerable  range. 
Suddenly,  Diamond  found  himself 
in  great  demand  as  an  artist  and 
a songwriter,  especially  after  the 
Monkees  had  #1  and  #2  hits, 
respectively,  with  his  compositions 
“I’m  A Believer”  and  “Little  Bit 
Me.  Little  Bit  You.”  Diamond 
would  further  demonstrate  his 
growing  musical  range  as  he 
recorded  some  of  his  greatest 
and  most  beloved  compositions 
ever,  including  such  popular 
standards  as  “Brooklyn  Roads,” 
“Sweet  Caroline,”  “Brother 


Love’s  Traveling  Salvation  Show,” 
“Cracklin’  Rosie,”  “I  Am.  . . I Said” 
and  “Song  Sung  Blue.” 

During  the  eighties  and  nineties, 
Diamond  became  ever  more 
popular  as  a live  performer 
internationally  backed  by  his 
trusty  band,  breaking  numerous 
attendance  records  in  America 
and  abroad. 

His  latest  release,  2008’s  critically 
acclaimed  number-one  album 
“Home  Before  Dark,”  accompanied 
one  of  his  most  successful 
worldwide  tours  ever,  solidifying  his 
status  as  one  of  the  most  dynamic 
performers  of  our  time. 


US  Congressman  John  Lewis 

John  Lewis  has  dedicated  his  life  to  protecting  human  rights 
and  securing  civil  liberties.  Dubbed  one  of  the  Big  Six  leaders 
of  the  Civil  Rights  Movement,  he  was  an  architect  of  and  a keynote 
speaker  at  the  March  on  Washington  in  1963.  Since  1986  he  has 
served  as  US  Representative  of  Georgia’s  Fifth  Congressional 
District.  He  is  the  recipient  of  over  50  honorary  degrees  and  the  only 
Profile  in  Courage  Award  for  Lifetime  Achievement  ever  granted  by 
the  John  F.  Kennedy  Library  Foundation.

Herald  Trumpets  comprise  14  trumpeters  and  two 
drummers.  Over  a span  of  50  years  the  ensemble  has 
been  seen  by  millions  worldwide  and  has  performed  for 
an  illustrious  array  of  presidents,  prime  ministers,  and 
royalty  at  the  White  House  and  abroad.  Celebrating 
America’s  proud  military  tradition,  The  US  Army  Herald 
Trumpets  perform  at  Memorial  and  Veterans  Day  events 
throughout  the  United  States.

(tenor/trumpet),  and  Tsunenori  “Lee”  Abe  (bass/trombone  and 
the  group’s  arranger/composer). 


Oladunni  Oladipo 

Ten  year  old  Oladunni  Oladipo  was  born  in  Milton,  Massachusetts 
in  a home  filled  with  music  from  classical  to  jazz,  gospel,  pop  and 
R&B.  Her  first  public  performance  was  at  age  five,  singing  “Great  Big 
Stars”  at  her  school’s  holiday  concert.  Oladunni’s  professional  debut 
took  place  in  June  2007  at  the  annual  Boston  Pops  Gospel  Night  at 
Symphony  Hall.  Oladunni  has  performed  the  National  Anthem  for 
the  Boston  Red  Sox,  the  Boston  Celtics  and  at  the  Massachusetts 
State  House  Inaugural  events  in  January  2008  and  2009.  She  will 
enter  fifth  grade  in  the  fall  of  2009  and  is  a member  of  the  Boston 
Children’s  Chorus.

OVAL  AREA  This  is  the  restricted  area  located 
between  the  concession  area  and  the  Hatch  Shell. 
Spectators  entering  the  Oval  will  be  required  to  pass 
through  one  of  the  three  bag  check/screening  entrances. 
During  the  screening  process,  alcoholic  beverages, 
glass  containers,  tarps  larger  than  8’  x 10’  and  sharp 
objects  (i.e.,  knitting  needles,  metal  tent  spikes,  can 
openers,  metal  utensils)  will  not  be  allowed  and  will  be 
confiscated.  Everyone  admitted  into  the  Oval  will  receive 
a wristband  that  must  be  worn  at  all  times  during  the 
event  to  ensure  access  in  and  out  of  the  secured  area. 

When  the  Oval  area  is  full,  usually  by  2:00  pm,  on 
July  4th,  NO  additional  wristbands  will  be  distributed. 

If  you  lose  your  wristband  you  will  only  be  admitted 
if  there  are  additional  wristbands  available.  Reserving 
sections  or  areas  within  the  Oval  is  not  allowed. 

Tarps  and  blankets  are  restricted  to  a 8’  x 10’  size, 
and  chairs  must  be  foldable  or  beach  style.  Pop  up 
tents  are  allowed  during  the  day  but  must  come 
down  at  6:00  pm.  The  Oval  area,  and  entire  Esplanade, 
is  an  alcohol-free  zone. 

ESPLANADE  LAGOON  BRIDGES  The 

Esplanade  has  five  footbridges  over  its  lagoon.  The 
footbridge  closest  to  the  Hatch  Shell  will  be  closed  all 
day  on  July  3rd  and  July  4th.  On  July  4th,  the  Berkeley 
and  Clarendon  Street  Bridges  will  close  at  8:00  pm 
or  sooner  if  necessary.  The  Exeter  and  Fairfield 
footbridges  will  remain  open  at  all  times  on  July  3rd 
and  July  4th. 

FOOD  There  are  food  vendors  located  in  Boston 
and  Cambridge.  All  vendors  are  permitted  by,  and  come 
under  the  supervision  of,  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Conservation  and  Recreation. 

RECYCLING  We  encourage  spectators  to  recycle. 
Recycling  bins  will  be  located  next  to  trash  receptacles 
scattered  throughout  the  Esplanade  on  July  3rd  and  4th. 

RESTROOMS  There  are  over  350  portable 
restrooms  located  in  Boston  and  Cambridge.  Handicap 
accessible  restrooms  are  at  all  restroom  locations. 

HANDICAP  SERVICES  A shuttle,  which  is  offered 
on  July  4th  only,  will  be  provided  from  the  designated 
parking  location  at  Mass  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary.  To 
enter  the  lot  a handicapped  placard  is  required.  The 
shuttle  will  run  from  10:00  am  through  6:00  pm,  or  until 
the  area  is  full,  and  will  return  all  spectators  to  the  lot  at 
the  end  of  the  concert.  The  handicapped  area  is  filled  on 
a “first-come,  first-served”  basis.  Once  the  handicapped 
area  is  filled  no  additional  spectators  will  be  admitted. 
Wheelchair  accessible  restrooms  are  available. 

LOST  CHILDREN  Immediately  contact  a uniformed 
police  officer  or  military  personnel  for  assistance.  Lost 
children  will  be  brought  to  the  Lost  Children  Tents 
located  in  Boston  and  Cambridge.  Event  volunteers  and 
the  Massachusetts  State  Police  staff  each  tent. 


MEDICAL  Emergency  Medical  Services  personnel 
are  located  in  Boston  and  Cambridge.  As  a precautionary 
measure  against  extreme  heat,  Boston  EMS  will  operate 
mist  tents,  and  the  Department  of  Conservation  and 
Recreation  will  operate  water  sprays  on  Storrow  Drive. 

PUBLIC  SAFETY  For  your  safety,  20  federal,  state 
and  city  agencies  are  on-site  and  in  the  event’s  Unified 
Command  Center.  These  agencies  maintain  a presence 
throughout  the  event  in  Boston,  Cambridge  and  on  the 
Charles  River. 

BOATING  Boats  will  not  be  allowed  in  any  of  the  lagoons 
and  will  not  be  able  to  anchor  within  100  feet  of  shore. 

There  will  be  a safety  zone  around  the  fireworks  barges, 
and  boats  may  not  anchor  or  transit  through  this  safety  zone 
from  July  2nd  through  July  5th.  A transit  channel  will  be  set 
up  along  the  Boston  and  Cambridge  sides  of  the  river  until 
9:00  pm  on  July  4th.  At  that  time  no  boats  will  be  allowed 
to  transit  past  the  barges  until  1 1 :30  pm.  After  the  fireworks 
the  Craigie  Drawbridge  by  the  Museum  of  Science  at  the 
Charles  River  Dam  will  not  open  for  boat  traffic  until  July 
5th  at  1 :00  am.  Smaller  vessels  may  exit  after  the  event; 
those  over  12  feet  in  height  must  stay  west  of  the  Longfellow 
Bridge  until  the  Craigie  Drawbridge  opens  at  1:00  am. 

WEATHER  The  Unified  Command  Center  monitors 
weather.  Should  severe  weather  arise  there  is  no  rain 
date  for  the  concert.  If  the  fireworks  are  cancelled  they 
will  be  fired  off  from  the  barge  on  July  5th  or  at  9:30  pm 
the  next  night  weather  permits.  The  weather  forecast  will 
be  announced  periodically  over  the  event’s  public 
address  system. 

PUBLIC  TRANSPORTATION  For  MBTA  information 
call  617-222-3200.  On  the  Boston  side,  the  two  closest 
T-stations  are  Charles  Street  Circle  for  the  Red  Line  and 
Arlington  Street  for  the  Green  Line.  On  the  Cambridge  side, 
Kendall  and  Central  Square  stations  on  the  Red  Line  are 
the  closest.  On  July  4th  after  10:30  pm,  all  MBTA  buses, 
trains  and  commuter  rails  will  be  free  to  the  public. 

SOUND  There  are  19  sound  towers  in  Boston  and 
Cambridge.  The  sound  system  is  operational  in  Boston 
from  noon  to  11:00  pm  on  July  4th.  Public  service 
announcements  and  recorded  music  are  broadcast 
throughout  the  day.  The  sound  in  Cambridge  is  operational 
from  6:00  pm  until  11:00  pm. 

TV  AND  RADIO  BROADCAST  “The  Boston  Pops 
Fireworks  Spectacular"  can  be  seen  locally  July  4th  on 
WBZ-TV  from  8:00  pm  to  11:00  pm.  The  nation  joins  the 
telecast  at  10:00  pm  on  the  CBS  Television  Network.  The 
concert  and  fireworks  score  are  simulcast  on  WBZ  News 
Radio  1030  and  Classical  WCRB  99.5. 


The  104th  Fighter  Wing  Flyover 


Returning  for  this  year’s 
flyover  will  be  the  104th  Fighter 
Wing,  one  of  the  oldest  flying 
units  within  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  and  the 
fourth  oldest  unit  in  the  Air 
National  Guard;  and  the  131st 
Fighter  Squadron,  one  of  the 
oldest  continually  serving 
Air  Force  squadrons.  The 
131st  Fighter  Squadron  is  the 
operational  combat  arm  of  the 
104th  Fighter  Wing. 

On  April  10,  1946,  the  first 
meeting  of  the  131st  Fighter 
Squadron  was  held  and  six 
months  later  Barnes  Airport 
(today  known  as  Barnes 
Municipal  Airport)  in  Westfield, 


MA  was  selected  as  home 
base  for  this  unit.  The  104th 
Fighter  Wing’s  heritage  extends 
back  to  the  August  of  1942 
when  the  unit  was  activated 
under  the  US  Army  Air  Force. 

Today,  tasked  to  provide 
operationally  ready  combat 
units,  combat  support  units 
and  qualified  personnel 
for  active  duty,  the  104th 
Fighter  Wing  supports  Air 
Force  wartime  contingency 
requirements  and  performs  a 
variety  of  peacetime  missions. 
Specifically,  the  Wing’s  goal 
is  to  organize,  train  and 
equip  assigned  personnel 
to  provide  an  operationally
